DECLARATION OF CH RIS TINE P. HERAL D 
L I am the Acting Chief, Legal and Compliance Branch, Office of Workforce 
Evaluation and Quality Assurance, Bureau of Health Professions, United States Department of 
Health and Human Services, My office handles default determinations, waiver determinations, 
and other issues related to repayment of National Health Service Corps ("NHSC") scholarship 
debts. I am therefore familiar with the legal provisions and administrative policies and procedures 
concerning default and waiver. I have reviewed defendant's official scholarship tile, can verify its 
contents and am competent to testify as 10 its contents. 

2. The NHSC Scholarship Program's default provision, found at 42 U.S.C. 
§ 254o(a)(l) 7 provides in relevant part: 

"(a)(1) An individual who has entered into a written contract with the 
Secretary under section 2541 of this title and who — 

(A) fails to maintain an acceptable level of academic standing in the 
educational institution in which he is enrolled (such level determined by the 
educational institution under regulations of the Secretary); 
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(B) is dismissed from such educational institution for disciplinary reasons: or 

(C) voluntarily terminates the training in. such an educational institution for which 
he is provided a scholarship under such contracts before the completion of such 
training, 

m lieu of any service obligation arising under such contract, shall be liable to the 
United States for the amount which has been paid to him, or en his behalf, under 
the contract' ? 



3. The implementing regulation, found at 42 C.F.R. § 62.10fb), provides as follows: 

:: (b) When a participant fails to maintain an acceptable level of 
academic standing, is dismissed from the school for disciplinary 
reasons, or voluntarily terminates the course of study or program for 
which the scholarship was awarded before completing the course of 
study or program, the participant must, instead of performing any 
service obligation, pay 10 the United States an amount equal to all 
scholarship funds awarded under § 62.7. Payment of this amount 
must be made within 3 years of the date the participant becomes 
liable to make payment under this paragraph/" (emphasis added) 

This provision is also stated in the NHSC Scholarship Program Contract that defendant signed on 

April 27, 1994, See Section C 1 of Exhibit A, attached hereto, 

4, There is a longstanding agency interpretation that "failure] to maintain an 



acceptable level of academic standing" includes those NHSC Scholarship Program participant

who are dismissed from medical school for poor academic performance. In this case, defendant 
was dismissed from George Washington University (GWU) School of Medicine on June 14, 1996 
This information was provided to plaintiff by Charles Carpenter, Director of Financial Aid, on or 
about March 26, 1998. See data sheet entitled "BHCDANET Information System - National 
Health Service Corps Scholarship Program Current Recipients by School/' attached hereto a?. 
Exhibit B. Accordingly, the agency determined that defendant was in default of her 'NHSC 
scholarship obligation as of June 14, 1996, the date she was dismissed from school 
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5. On August 25, 3 999, Maggie Carrera, an NHSC Scholarship Program staff person 
leamed from officials at GWU School of Medicine thac defend am had left medical school and 
transferred to the Master of Public Health (MPH) Program, When Ms, Carrera attempted tc 



contact defendant at her home, she was told that defendant was out of the country and would no

be back until Dec. 1 999. Ms, Carrera made a note to follow up with her case in Dee. 1 999. See 
Exhibit C 3 attached hereto, for Ms. Carrara's notes of her telephone conversations- 






By letter dated Dec. 16, 1999, William M, Daxracott. Chief of the Debt Servicing 



Section, notified defendant of her default and her resulting liability. See Exhibit D, attached 



hereto. 



7. The agency's Dec. 16, 1999. default notice also informed defendant thai she ha 



, 4 



3 years to repay the debt. The 3 -year repayment period runs from the date of default, as that is 
c ihe date the participant becomes liable to make payment under this paragraph." See 42 C.F.R & 
62.10(b), In this case, the event that triggered defendant's default, and thus her liability to make 
payment, was her dismissal from medical school on June 14, 1996. Accordingly, defendant's 
NHSC Scholarship Program debt became "due" on June 14, 1999. 

8. The Dec. 16, 1 999, default notice further informed defendant as follows: 
"BE ADVISED, IF REPAYMENT ARRANGEMENTS ARE NOT FINALIZED 
BY THE ABOVE DUE DATE, YOUR DEBT MAY BE REPORTED TO 



CONSUMER REPORTING AGENCIES AS DELINQUENT; REFERRED TO A 
COLLECTION AGENCY, AND/OR THE DEPARTMENT OF TREASURY 



FOR ADMINISTRATIVE OFFSET/SALARY OFFSET/INCOME TAX 



REFUND OFFSET, AND/OR THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE FOR 
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ENFORCED COLLECTION (SUCH AS WAGE GARNISHMENT, ASSET 



SEIZURE OR JUDGEMENT)/' 






Tims language reflects the agency *s position that the Governments cause of action accrued. 






therefore the 6-year limitations period then in effect began to run - as of June 14, 1999, the end oi 
the 3 -year grace period 

9. Defendant asserts in her Motion for Summary Judgment and supporting affidavit 
that she suffered from ohysica! and mental disabilities resulting from a oermanent inability tc 
perform the service or other activities which would be necessary to comply with her NHSC 
obligation. This language tracks a portion of the NHSC Scholarship Program waiver regulation 
found at 42 CF.R § 62.12(c). However, section 62.12(b)(1) requires that the Scholarship 
Program participant seeking a waiver submit a "written request to the Secretary setting forth the 
bases, circumstances, and causes which support the requested action/' The participant must not 



only request a waiver in writing but must also provide financial and medical documentation vo 
support the request, for the Secretary's (or designee's) analysis, 

1 0. We have no record of receiving any written waiver request from defendant. 

1 1 , The exhibits attached hereto are true and correct copies of documents from 
defendant's official NHSC scholarship file. These records which are maintained by the Division 
of National Health Service Corps, are kept in the ordinary course of the agency's regularly 



onducted activities and are made at or near the lime by, or from, information transmitted by z 






person with knowledge.

Section 338A, C-H of the Public Health Sendee Act ("Act") 
(42 U.S.C. 2541, m-q) authorizes the Secretary of Health and Human 
Services ("Secretary") to provide applicants selected to be participants 
in the National Health Service Corps Scholarship Rrogram ("Scholar- 
ship Program") with scholarship awards. In return for swards, appli- 
cants must agree to provide primary health care sendees in a manner 
determined by the Secretary for a period of obligated service equal to 
one year for each year of scholarship support received, or two years, 
whichever is greater. 

Section 338A requires applicants to submit with their application a 
signed contract stating the terms and conditions of participation in the 
Scholarship Program. The Secretary shall sign only those contracts sub- 
mitted by applicants who are selected for participation. 

The terms and conditions of participating in the Scholarship Program 
for the 1994-1995 school year are set forth below. 

Section A — Obligations of the Secretary 

Subject to the availability of funds appropriated by the Congress of the 
United States for the Scholarship Program and the National Health Serv- 
ice Corps ("Corps"), the Secretary agrees to: 

1. Provide the undersigned applicant ("applicant") with a scholarship 
award for the school year 1994-1995 during which the applicant: 

a. is enrolled, or is accepted for enrollment, as a full-time student 
in an accredited (as determined by the Secretaiy) educational insti- 
tution in one of the several States, the District of Columbia, the 
Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, the Commonwealth of the North- 
ern Mariana Islands, the Virgin Islands, Oaara, or American 
Samoa, and 

b. is pursuing a course of study leading to a degree in medicine, 
osteopathy, or other health profession which has been ap- 
proved by the Secretary for participation in the Scholarship 
Program. 

The scholarship award may consist of payments, in whole or in part, 
for tuition, an amount for all other reasonable educational expenses 
incurred by the student, and a monthly stipend for the 12-month 
period beginning with the first month of each school year in which 
the applicant is a participant in the Scholarship Program. 

2. Utilize the applicant to provide health services in acccadance with Sec- 
tion B(5) of this contract. > 

3. Defer performance of an applicant's period of obligated service if 
the applicant: (1) receives a degree from a school of medicine, 
osteopathy, or other health profession, and (2) acquests a period of 
deferment to complete residency or other advanced dinical training 
which the Secretaiy determines is consistent wih the needs of the 
Corps for primary health services. ■ — ■ 

4. Release the Applicant from all or part of his or her Corps service 
obligation to enter into the full-time private doicai practice as a 
provider of primary health services where the proviaons of section 
338D of the Act, 42 U.S.C. 254n and applicable Carps policies are 
met. 

5. Credit any period of service performed in accordance with Scholar- 
ship Program policy by the applicant under the National Research 
Service Award Program (section 487(a) (1) (A) or (B) of the Public 
Health Service Act, 42 U.S.C. 288 (a) (1) (A) or (B)) toward satisfy- 
ing the service obligation in Section B of this contract. 

Section B — Obligations of the Applicant 

The applicant agrees to: 

1. Accept the scholarship award provided by the Secretary under Sec- 
tion A(l) of this contract for the school year 1S94-1995. 

2. Mamtam full-time enrollment until completion of fee course of study 
for which the scholarship award is provided. 

3. Maintain an acceptable level of academic standing while enrolled in 
the course of study for which the scholarship award is provided.

4. Complete advanced clinical training approved by the Secretary if he 
or she received i degree from a school of medicine or osteopathy. 

5. Serve his or her period of obligated service by provides primary health 
services, as deteadned by the Secretary: 

a. In the full-time clinical practice of his/her profeaon in a health 
professional Aortage area (designated under section 332 of the 
Act) to whichie or she is assigned by the Secretary as a member 
of the Natioarf Health Service Corps either as a axnmissioned 
officer in the legular or Reserve Corps of the PiMc Health Serv- 
ice, a civilian employee of the United States, or aaincfividual who 
is not an employee of the United States; or 

b. In the full-time private clinical practice of his or kr health profes- 
sion under a Wvate Practice Option Agreement Section 338D of 
the Act) in a halth professional shortage area selected by the Secre- 
tary for which designation under section 332 of He Act has been 
validated by fte Secretary. 

c. In a unit of tk Department of Health and Hums Services desig- 
nated by the Secretary, if there is no need in a hetfth professional 
shortage arealbr a Corps member of the profession in which the 
applicant is ctfgated to provide health services under the contract. 

6. Serve one year of obligated service for each year the scholarship award 
is provided,, with a ininimum obligation of 2 years. 

7. Undertake service in accord with placement policies and procedures 
in effect at the £ne of his or her placement. 

8. Comply with provisions of Title 42, Code of Federal Regulations, 
Part 62. 

Section C — Bread of Scholarship Contract 

If the applicant: 

1. Fails to maintain » acceptable level of academic standfag k the course 
of study for which the scholarship award is provided, or voluntarily 
terminates academe training before the completion «f such training, 
or is dismissed tan the educational institution for disciplinary rea- 
sons, the applies* shall, instead of performing the service obliga- 
tion incurred unto this contract, repay to the United Stales all funds 
paid to the applicoit and to the educational institutioa under this con- 
tract. Payment of this amount must be made withm 3 years of the 
date the participat becomes liable to make payment under this para- 
graph. 

2. Fails to begin or complete the period of obligated service incurred 
under this contract for any reason other than those in paragraph 1 
of this section, the United States shall be entitled to recover an amount 
equal to three times the scholarship funds awarded, plus interest, as 
determined by tk formula
